My dear Mr. President: 

With reference to the letter of Dr. Prit- 
chett, which you kindly let me see, I may say that I had elready 
intimation that my work at Yale was not to be counted as profes- 
sorial work. 

The idiosynerasy behind this ruling is 
beyond my ability to understand; it appears to me entirely un- 
reasonable. As regards the title, I would have supposed that 
once a professor always a professor, unless actual demotion 
had taken place, especially as in my case,afull professor's pay 
was involved. 

As regards the work, I had the regular, 
full lecture work of the leading professor (Director) of the 
Forest School, as a substitute during his absence, giving two 
complete ,two-hour courses for one term. It was not merely a 
few general lectures on some minor topic. 

Practically, to be sure, as far as I am 
concerned, this matter is of little moment, as long as I am per- 
mitted to remain at this Institution for another term or year, 


but as regards the principle involved, it is worth noting what 


peculiar, unfathomable attitudes the Foundation can take.
